MADRID, (Tuesday) March 2.— 
‘(UP)—Big guns that sent shells 
Screaming over Madrid at the rate 
of 10 to 12 shots a minute, today 
broke out in a terrific bombardment 
along the entire front as Loyalists 
and Rebel lines locked in a duel for 
possession of the capital. 

Within the ‘terrified city fire-en- 
gines roared through streets, adding 
their strieking sirens to the din, as 
shells expioded, setting afire houses 
and buildings. Somewhere on the 
front four tremendous detonations 
were heard—apparently mine ex- 
plosions, 


It was recalled that General Gon- | 


zalo Queipo De Llano, in a radio 
broadcast, boasted that Fascist 
troops. would enter Madrid on 
March 2. 
Begins at Midnight. 

_ The barrage began at midnight. 
Firing soon extended to the entire 
Madrid front. Loyalist artillery an- 
swered the Rebel attack. 

Field headquarters in the Usera sec- 
tor reported that the militia was hold- 
ing its own, 

Headquarters at University City 
telephoned that the Rebels in that 
hotly-contested district were preparing 
to attack.

Schroeder has been active in in- 
quiries into seven recent plane crashes’ 
which took 43 lives. The bureau at- 
tributed four of the accidents pri- 
marily to pilot failures, drawing sharp 
challenges from Senator Copelanti, 
Democrat, New _York, and Edgar 8. 
Gorrell, president” of the Air Trans- 
port Association, who said inadequate 
ground facilities were at fault in sey- 
eral cases. 

The shakeup today was in line with 
suggestions of Copeland, who is chair- 
man of the senate air committee. The 
senator. who made a study of the bu- 
reau after the air' crash which killed 
Senator Cutting, Republican, New 
Mexico, recommended that the agency 
be revamped to eliminate “co-ordinate 
authority” between the director and 
his two assistants.

HIGH COURT BACKS 
FR. ON COLD ACT 


2-4 Ruling Is That Bullion 
Debts Are To Be Paid at 
Face Value in Paper. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—())— 
The-supreme court tightened the govy- 
ernment’s contro! over monefary prob- 
lems today by ruling that contracts 
calling for payment of gold bullion can 
legally be fulfilled by payment of the 
face yalue in devalued paper dollars. 
“Tite tto-4 decision “was. %. sequel 


‘to a previous one applying the same 


rule to contracts stipulating payment 
in gold coins. 


Both decisions were victories fo 
the Roosevelt administration, which in 
1933 put through a resolution barring 
the use of gold. Lhe resolution was 
part of a policy under which gold was 
retired from circulation and the gold 
value of the dollar was cut. 

Today’s decision, delivered by Jus- 
tice Cardozo, represented a defeat for 
the Holyoke, Mass., Water Power 
Company. This concern had a 40-year- 
old contract with the American. Writ- 
ing Paper Company for water power 
rights on the Connecticut river. 

Unable to collect gold bullion, be- 
cause of the Roosevelt policy, the 
water power company brought suit, 
demanding 35 paper dollars for each 
ounce of gold involved in the contract. 
The decision today meant, however, 
that the plaintiff must be content with 
only $20.67 per ounce, the old ratio 
before the dollar was devalued. 

Cardozo said the bullion contract 
“succumbs” to a “congenital infirm- 
ity” in that it deals with “a subject 
matter which lies within the control of 
congress.” 

“The disappointment of expectations 
and even the frustration of contracts,” 
he added, “may be a lawful exercise of 
power when expectation and contract 
are in conflict with the public wel- 
fare.” 

Dissenters were Justices Van De- 
vanter, McReynolds, Sutherland and 
Butler. They also voted against the 
government in the original supreme 
court decision upholding the gold res- 
olution in effect. 

The opinion today represented the 
fourth consecutive administration vic- 
tory before the tribunal since the pres- 
ent term began last October and since 
the November election returned Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to the White House 
for another four years.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt signed the Sum- 
ners act to permit retirement of su- 
preme court justices at full pay for 
life upon reaching 70 today as charges 
of unfair propaganda about the court 
reorganization legislation burst from 
both sides of the great controversy. 

His face reddening and his voice 
rising to a roar, Senator Robinson, 
of Arkansas, the Democratic floor 
leader, declared .in the: senate cham- 
ber that there is an organized effort 
to defeat the fPresident’s proposal 
through charges that Mr. Roosevelt 
is seeking to become a dictator. He 
called this “untruthful and unfair.” 

Senator Burke, Democrat, Ne- 
braska, an opponent of the White 
House proposals, responded with a 
question whether the practice to which 
Robinson referred was “any more dan- 
gerous” than a radio address by Re- 
lief Administrator Harry Hopkins, 
“appealing,” the Nebraskan said, ‘‘to 
thousands upon thotisands of WPA 
‘workers ever tie country.” 4 

Debate Continues. 

Publie debate continued with Hop- 
kins speaking for the court bill to- 
night. Senator Clark, Democrat, 
Missouri, planned to deliver an ad- 


dress opposing the program. 

White House officials said that a 
radio address by President Roosevelt 
Thursday night would serve as a foun- 
dation for the ‘fireside chat” he plans 
to broadcast next Tuesday. Officials 
have strongly indicated that the court 
issue will be discussed.

WORK 1S RESUMED 


AT PLANE FACTORY} 


Several Hundred Pickets 
Dig-In as Company Says 
80 Pct. of Crew Is Back. 


SANTA’ MONICA, Cal., March 1.— 
(Pi\—Quiet and orderly, several hun- 
dred pickets “digging in for a long 
siege” looked on~today as the huge 
Douglas aircraft factory. resumed oper- 
ations halted last week because of 
a sit-down strike. 

The management closéd production 
at the world’s largest aircraft plant 
last Tuesday noon; two hours after the 
start of a three-day sit-down strike 
which ended with the indictment. and 
arrest of more than 300 workmen on 
trespass conspiracy charges. 

As the plant reopened today con- 
flicting statements came from the com- 
pany, union leaders And police'as to 
the number of men returning to work, 
the extent of resumed production and 
the number of pickets from the strik- 
ing union, United Automobile Work- 
ers, aircraft division. 

Production was resumed also at the 
Inglewood plant of Northrop Corpora- 
tion, Douglas subsidiary, closed since 
Thursday because of a sit-down which 
was abandoned Friday under threat of 
more indictments and a company prom- 
ise to deal with the workmen on 
their demands. 

At the Douglas plant, President 
Donald Douglas said 3,130 men, or 
about 80 per cent of.the normal day 
crew of 3,800, reported for duty, in- 
cluding 2,226 production workers, 540 
supply department employes and 364 
engineers. Douglas said production 
was resumed on full schedule, but con- 
centrated on army and navy planes, 
for which the plant has contracts 
totaling $15,000,000. 

A commission’ of 11 aviation men 
were to inspect the Douglas plant 
to determine whether there had been 
any damage or sabotage while the 
strikers occupied the factory. 
INJUNCTIONS ASKED 
IN TWO SIT-DOWNS

If found mentally defective, he is 
likely to go to the asylum. Other- 
wise he would be liable to life impris- 
onment since Argentina has no death 
penalty.

Kalb county, and Davis, of Floyd 
county, charged that the proposal, 
a constitutional amendment, would 
cripple the: governmental activities 
of the rarious counties and brought 
Speaker Roy Y. Harris to the floor 
in support of the bill.

Under the 
law the measure must receive a two- 
thirds vote of both houses before it 
can be submitted to the people. The 
figit which developed yesterday in- 
dicated that, while the administration 
plan had a majority of the mem-ers 
present, the chances of obtaining the 
two-tuirds required appeared slim and 
the vote went over until today.

Pro Tem. John CU. Parker, Speaker — 


Harris made one of his few specches 
of the session in behalf of the pro- 
posal, which he said would save the 
taxpayers of the state between $3,- 
000,000 and $4,000,000. 

“In the school bill recently passed 
the state will add between $4,000,000 
and $5,000,000 to the $4,500,000 we 
already are giving the counties for 
their common schools,” the speaker 
said. “In addition, when the post 
roads bill becomes a law we will give 
them another $2,000,000 a year. I 
do not see how we can better cut taxes 
than we can by exempting the small 
home owner.”

OF “UNDER-CLASSING” 

COLUMBIA, 8S. C., March 1.— 
(UP)—Charges against the American 
Cotton Co-operative Association of 
New Orleans of “under-classing” cot- 
ton were made in a report today by 
State Commissioner of Agriculture J. 
Roy Jones. He submitted the report 
to South Carolina’s general assembly 
in accordance with a 1936 legislative 
resolution directing him to investigate 
and report upon the method of han- 
dling the farmers’ cotton pledged with 
the federal government under the 12- 
cent’ loan plan of 1983, 1934 and 
1935. 

Thirteen charges were made regard- 
ing the handling of the cotton and 
recommendations advanced for legis- 
lation concerning them. 

The report charged that the 12-cent 
loan cotton which the farmer had 
been required to pay 43.8 cents per 
bale for classing and handling were 
“underclassed by the American Cotton 
Co-operative Association in 82 per 
cent of the 3,266 bales” which he was 
“able” to trace ‘as having been bought 
from the farmers. by the A. C. C. A. 
and sold to the mills on an A. C. C. A. 
classing. 

It was held that of the remaining 
percentage, 9 per cent of the cotton 
was evenly classed and 9 per cent 
over-classed.

HOW POLL IS CONDUCTED: The 
American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion, which correctly forecast the 
election of President Roosevelt last 
November, is taking a continuous 
poll on the supreme court issue. It 
is distributing ballots by mail and 
by personal interviews to 150,000 
voters. The poll is conducted ac- 
cording to the cross-section or sam- 
pling method, and every important 
group in the voting population is 
represented in the results.

NEW YORK, March 1 —Pres:dent 
Roosevelt’s proposal to alter the mem- 
bership of the supreme court has split 
the voters of the Democratic party 
into two camps, according to the re- 
sults of the American Institute of 
Fublic Opinion poll on the court issue. 


The poll shows that approximately 
one out of every three Democrats who 
voted for Roosevelt in the November 
election is opposed to his supreme 
court proposal. 

In actual percentages the vote 
emong Democrats in the poll is as 
follows— 

Democrats favoring court change 70% 
Democrats against court change 30% 

The question put to voters was: 
“Are you in favor of President Roose- 
velt’s proposal regarding the supreme 
court ?” 

While it has been clear for some 
weeks that the President’s plan has 
split the Democratic members of the 
senate, causing an intraparty fight, 
the Institute is the first to me&sure 
the extent of the split among Roose- 
velt voters in the nation as a whole. 

Republican voters—those who cast 
their ballots for Governor Landon in 
November—are virtually unanimous in 
opposition to ths President’s plan to 
alter the court. Nine out of every ten 
vote against it i:. the Institute poll. 

All ballots tabulated in the Institute 
survey to date show a national vote, re- 
gardless of parties, of 53 per cent 
against the court change. 

Split Parallels Senate Poll. 

The proportion of one in every three 
Democratic voters who oppose the plan 
is closely correlated with the division 
ot sentiment among the Democratic 
senators in. congress. There are 75 
Democrats in the upper house. Infor- 
mal polls of the senate members taken 
last week hy two newspapers found 
between 21 and 25 Democratic sen- 
ators definitely opposed to the court 
change. This is about one-third of the 
total, or roughly the same proportion 
as among the Democratic voters in 
the nation. 

The extent of the Democratic schism, 
both in the senate and in the na- 
tion, helps explain the strategy of Re- 
publican leaders in allowing Demo- 
cratic congressmen to make a fight on 
the court issue an intraparty affair. 
There is ro need for them to blast the 
plan publicly, it is said, when leading 
Democrats like Senator Clark, of Mis- 
souri, will do it for them. And, as to- 
day’s poll shows, Senator Clark’s at- 
tacks usually reflect the opinion of a 
sizable bloc of Democratic voters, as 
well as being in line with the views 
of most Republicans. 

Schism Noted Before. 

The intrapacty split among Demo- 
crats on the court issue is actually 
not surprising when viewed in the 
light of the past two years. It follows 
a definite pattern. The Institute, hav- 
ing polled the ration on numerous po- 
litical questions since 1935, has found 
about one-third of Democratic voters 
consistentl¥ opposing the President on 
many specific issues. These voters may 
be called the “conservative wing” of 
the Democratic party as contrasted to 
the New Deal wing. 

The existence of the conservative 
wing has long been known, but In- 
stitute polls were the first to discover 
and report its size, which appears to 
be a little less than one-third of the 
party. At election time the conserva- 
tive wing apparently sticks with the 
party, but between elections it is like- 
ly to oppose the liberal wing. This 
fact is easily demonstrated by study- 
ing the vote of Democrats in Institute 


polls, 

example, approximately one 
third of Democratic voters were op 
posed to the AAA in an Institute sur- 
vey in January, 1936. In another pout 
the following month, February, 1936, 
one-third of Democrats were against 
a constitutional amendment to give 
congress more power over industry 
and agriculture. J.ast summer a little 
more than one-third of Democrats 
covered in an Institute survey said 
that, if there were only two parties— 
one for conservatives and one for lib- 
ee would join the conserva- 
tives. 

Perbaps the most striking evidence 
of conservative sentiments within the 
Democratic party was a poll taken last 
March. Voters were asked which 
theory of government they favored— 
concentration of power in the federal 
government, of concentration of pow- 
er in the state governments. nce 
again alittle less than one-third of 


President Roosevelt’s personality 
and political statesmanship which 
keeps the Democratic party together. 
It remains a quéstion whether the 
Democrats can find a candidate in 
1940 who will be able ot hold the 
conservative one-third in line with 
the liberal two-thirds.

Basis for agreement concerning Ed- 
ward's financial future was reported 
to have been arranged at Enzesfeld, 
Austria, where Sir Walter Monckton, 


‘his financial adviser, visited him last 


week. Details, subject to approval by 
King George VI, remained to be work- 
ed out. 

One of the chief points discussed, 
Edward’s friends said, was some guar- 
antee from Mrs. Simpson that she 
would not write memoirs or newspa- 
per articles or take part in any movie 
depicting her romance, as a protection 
for the British royal family. 

The agreement was outlined as fol- 
lows: 

1. A capital trust fund from the 
late King George V’s estate will revert 
to Mrs. Simpson’s children, if any in 
event of Edward’s deatl. 

2. The sum would be administered 
by the King’s financial advisers; Ed- 
ward and Mrs, Simpson would draw 
—_— but could not use the capi- 
tal. ; 3 

3. In event that their children, if 
any, died, the fund would revert to 
the royal family.

PRESIDENT REQUESTS 
RIVAL OF SUGAR TA 


Roosevelt Would Restore 
Benefits to Beet, Cane 
Growers. 


ION, ATLANTA, GA., TUESDAY, MARCH 2, 1937: 


WASHINGTON, March 1—(4)— 
President Roosevelt asked congress 
today to revive a tax on sugar and 
to restore benefit payments to sugar 
beet and sugar cane growers. 


Measures along similar lines were 


discontinued by the New Deal after 
the supreme court killed AAA proc- 
essing taxes. 

Mr. Roosevelt suggested that grow- 
ers be required to ban child labor 
and to meet minimum wage standards 
in order to qualify for the new bene- 
fit payments. 

He said he had been advised defi- 
nitely that the tax he proposed would 
not increase the average cost of sugar 
to consumers, 

Would Continue Quotas. 

He requested continued use of the 
quota provisions of the Jones-Costigan 
act, which will expire on December 

The President proposed an excise 
tax on not less than three-fourths of 


one cent a pound, raw value, which. 


he estimated would yield $100,000,000 
annually. 

Mr. Roosevelt urged that the rate 
of benefit payments to producers be 
higher for family-sized farms than for 
large operating units. 

The proposed tax, some observers 
said, would necessitate revision of the 
reciprocal trade treaty with Cuba. It 
provided that mo internal taxes be im- 
posed by either country at a rate 
higher than that existing when the 
treaty went into effect. — 

Insular Benefits. 

Under the proposed legislation, ben- 
efits would be paid to all insular pro- 
ducers except those in Cuba and the 
Philippine islands. 

Charles M. Kearney* president of 
the National Beet Growers’ Associa- 
tion, indorsed the President’s message. 

Chairman Cummings, Democrat, 
Colorado, of the congressional sugar 
bloc, said the proposal laid a founda- 
tion “to work out real worthwhile 
sugar legislation.”

Text of Message 
By F.D.R. on Sugar | 


The text of President Roosevelt's 
message to congress recommend- 
ing an excise tax of not less than 
three-fourths of a cent a pound 
on new sugar follows: 

The expiration on December 31, 
1937, of the quota provisions of the 
Jones-Costigan act and public reso- 
lution No. 108 of June 19, 1936, and 
the existence of the public problems 
which have arisen as a result of dis- 
continuance of the processing tax on 
sugar and benefit payments to sugar 
beet and sugar cane producers, make 
it desirable that the congress con- 
sider the enactment of new legisla- 
tion with respect to sugar. 

The Jones-Costigan act has been 
useful and effective and it is my 
belief that its principles should again 
be made effective. 

I therefore recommend to the con- 
gress the enactment of the sugar 
quota system and its necessary com- 
plements, which will restore the 
operation of the principles on which 
the Jones-Costigan act was based. 
SAFEGUARD 
REQUESTED ‘ 

In order to accomplish this pur- 
pose adequate safeguards would be 
required to protect the interests of 
each group concerned. 

As a safeguard for the protection 
of consumers I recommend that pro- 
vision be made to ee any pos- 
sible restriction of the supply of 
sugar that would result in prices to 
consumers in excess of those reason- 
ably necessary, together with condi- 
tional payments to producers, to 
maintain the domestic industry as a 
whole and to make the production of 
sugar beets and sugar cane as profit- 
able as the production of the princi- 
pal other agricultural crops. 

In order to protect the expansion 
of markets for American exports, I 
recommend that pv decrease be made 
in the share of other countries in 
the total quotas. 

_It is also highly desirable to con- 
tinue the py, mang was inherent 
in the Jones-Costigan act, of effec- 
pease F the principle that an indus- 
try which desires the protection af- 
forded by a quota system or a tariff, 
should be expected to guarantee that 
it will be a good employer. 

I recommend, therefore, that the 
prevention of child labor, and 
the payment of wages of not less than 
minimum standards, be included 
among the conditions for receiving a 
federal Bt bog 

PROTE ON ASKED. 
FOR PRODUCERS 

_I recommend that adequate pro- 
vision be made to protect the right 
of both new and old producers of 
small acreages of sugar beets and 
sugar cane to an equitable share of 
the benefits offered by the program. 
In this connection I suggest also that 
you consider the advisability of pro- 
viding for payments at rates for 
family-size farms higher than those 
applicable to large operating units. 

uotas influence the price of sugar 
through the control of supply; con- 
sequently, under a quota regulation 
of the supply of sugar, a tax may be 
levied without causing any adverse 
effect, over a period of time, on the 
price paid by consumers. 

I recommend to the congress the 
enactment of an excise tax at the 
rate of not less than .75 cent per 
pound of sugar, raw value... I am 
definitely advised that such a tax 
would not increase the average cost 
of sugar to consumers. 

An excise tax of this amount would 
_— approximately one hundred mil- 

ion dollars per annum to the treas- 
ury of the United States, which 
would make the total revenue from 
sugar more nearly commensurate 
with that obtained during the period 
1922-1929. 

It is also estimated that the total 
income of foreign countries from the 
sale of sugar in the United States 
under the quotas system would not be 
less than that obtained during 1935, 
and, like the total income of domestic 
sugar producers, it can be expected 
to increase in future years as our 
consumption requirements expand. 

In considering the enactment of 
any tax the congress has regard for 
its social and economic effects as 
well as its ability to raise revenue. 
The social and economic effects of an 
adequate excise tax on sugar are 80 
important to the welfare of the vari- 
ous groups affected as to constitute 
a necessary complement to the quota 
system. For this reason I recom- 
mend that neither the quotas nor the 
tax should be operative alone.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., March 1. 
(UP)—Former President Herbert 
Hoover tonight was blamed for repeal 
of prohibition with President Roose- 
velt “a close second“ by Bishop James 
Cannon Jr., of Los Angeles. 

Speaking on “Prohibition, Presi-. 
dents and Politicians” before the 29th 
convention of the Anti-Saloon League 
of America, Bishop Oannon told dry 
leaders of 40 states that Hoover en- 
couraged wets “by ineffective enforce- 
ment measures while Roosevelt was 
the first president to campaign openly 
for an amendment repealing prohibi- 
tion.” 

“President -Hoover provided the 
greatest puzzle of all my contacts with 
public men,” the bishop said. “He 
gave me his positive promise he woulsl 
enforce prohibition vigorously and ef- 
fectively. 

“Although he could have obtained 
hundreds of millions from congress for 
enforcement, he permitted Andrew 
Mellon to put enforcement in the back- 
ground. 

“President Roosevelt broke his 
pledge that the saloon, which he call- 
ed a ‘horrible thing,’ would never re- 
turn,” he charged. “Although there 
are three times as many saloons as 
before prohibition, Mr. Roosevelt has 
never made a sign of disapproval or 
expressed a word of regret.” 

The bishop predicted that politicians 
will return to the dry cause as soon 
as they become convinced that drys 
are in the majority.

Spain’s east coast within five days— 
was the French freighter Marie The- 
rese le Borgne. 

She made port at Palamos, Spain, 
but shipping circles showed alarm, 
The place where she hit the mine was 
near the spot where the British mer- 
chantman Llandovery Castle was dam- 
aged similarly last week. Moreover, 
the French transport Sebaa reported 
she narrowly had avoided a mine off 
Barcelona. 

The skipper of the Marie Therese 
Le Borgne, reporting by wireless to 
Marseille after he had reached Pala- 
mos with first and second holds flood- 
ed, said he encountered the mine out- 
side of Spanish- territorial waters, 
about ten sea miles southeast of Cape 
Creus, off the Catalan shore. He had 
a crew of 24, 

Peace Hopes Buoyed. 

Hope for new international efforts 
to find a peaceful solution of the 
Spanish war, now seven and one-half 
months old, was buoyed by Foreign 
Minister Anthony Hden’s declaration 
to commons that the government had 
proposals for halting the war “con- 
stantly in mind.” 

Authoritative sources said they be- 
lieved Eden was considering new medi- 
ation attempts if and when the Euro- 
pean neutrality committee’s arms-and- 
men embargo shuts off foreign inter- 
ference in Spain. 

Joint efforts by France and Great 
Britain to enlist other Evropean pow- 
ers in support of a mediation plan 
several months ago proved futile. 

The foreign secretary's assurances 
that “every effort will be made” to 
make the committee’s embargo “as ef- 
fective as possible” came as he pre- 
pared to send the first contingent of 
130 British observers to Portugal to 
check up on the Lisbon government’s 
compliance with the agreement. 

Hitch in Plans. 

But much remains to be done before 
the land and sea patro! of Spain and 
Portugal becomes effective, well-in- 
formed quarters declared, Internation- 
al diplomats acknowledged that the 
control plan, by which the neutrality 
committee hopes to localize the Span- 
ish struggle, could not be fully opera- 
tive by next Saturday midnight, the 
date originally set. 

Seeking to hasten completion of the 
complicated details, the noninterven- 
tion subcommittee met to rule on im- 
portant regulations. Lord Plymouth, 
British chairman of the main ecommit- 
tee of 27 nations, said he would*gall 
a meeting of the full group tomorrow 
if possible. 

The apparently growing danger to 
neutral shipping off the Spanish coast 
had several reverberations here. 

Insurgents Blamed. 

Eden told commons the Llandovery 
Castle hit “a movred mine laid by In- 
surgent authorities in Spanish terri- 
torial waters.” He said official inqui- 
ries still were being pursued but Brit- 
ish shipping*had-been warned of “con- 
siderable risk” off the Spanish coast. 
' Lloyds translated the risk into an 
immediate boost of 150 per cent in 
the rates for insuring ships passing 
the Straits of Gibraltar.

George to the proposed reorgani- 
zation of the supreme court carries 
particular significance becaise of 
his universally recognized - ability, 
his pre-eminent position in the 
leadership of the senate and the 
wholehearted co-operation and sup- 
port he has given the President in 
the past. 

No member of congress has ren- 
dered more valuable aid in the for- 
mulation and consummation of New 
Deal legislation than has Senator 
George, and the fact that he now 


opposes the President’s proposal |. 


for changes in the structure of the 
supreme court cannot justly be 
said to reflect any swerving of his 
full loyalty to the Democratic ad- 
ministration, nor that his invalu- 
able aid in forwarding such progres- 
sive policies as he deems within the 
scope of the letter and the spirit 
of the constitution will not be con- 
tinued. : : 

It is not surprising that a pro- 
found student of the fundamental 
laws of the country like Senator 
George should express the fear that 
the proposal merely seeks to 
“change the decisions of the su- 
preme court by change, wholesale, 
in its composition.”

The senseless slaughter which 
continues unabated is generally the 
result of excessive speed and care- 
lessness, not of unavoidable circum- 
stances. In. most cases the con- 
stantly increasing toll of death could 
be prevented if pedestrian and mo- 
torist alike obeyed traffic and safety 
rules. 

‘Presenting statistics on America’s 
automobile accident record the 
Traveler’s Insurance Gompany 
points out that in 533,240 accidents 
116,780 were caused by exceeding 
the speed limit; 87,450, on wrong 
side-of the road; 124,250; did not 
have right of way; 25,600, cutting 
in; 27,200,’ failed to signal or gave 
improper signaling; 53,320, drove 
off roadway; 53,320 reckless driv- 
ing, and the rest of the huge -num- 
ber of authenticated,instances being 
classed as miscellaneous. 

Despite ‘the fact that the total 
number of deaths caused by care- 
lessness of drivers dropped slightly 
last year, the number caused by ex- 
ceeding the speed limit went up, as 
did the smashes that occurred when 
speeding drivers flouted that an- 
cient rule of the highway, “the right 
of way,” by attempting to usurp an- 
other’s right in their haste to ar- 
rive somewhere a few minutes 


nary speed and care.

Unfit for the Job. 


Long before the “Wally” affair 
broke into the news, the upper crust 
of the ruling circles in England had 
began to doubt as to Edward's fitness 
for’ the royal joh. When still Prince 
of Wales it was thought that he would 
pass up the. succession, knowing his 
own weaknesses and his general in- 
compatability. But so strong is the 
impulse of tradition in England that 
there was not even a moment’s dis- 
cussion at the,time of King George’s 
death and he was virtually hurled 
onto the throne. : 

The monarch is so perfectly hemmed 
in by rules and regulations in Brit- 
ain and the public is really so far 
distant and the press is so compliant 
on the subject of royalty, that the 
government simply took a chance, ex- 
pecting that Edward would settle 
down, give up his fast friends and 
eease the ruinous pace he had been 
traveling the last few years. More- 
over, there was Mrs. Simpson, In- 
stead of frowning upon her associa- 
tion with Edward, the cabinet was 
rather glad that he had found a friend 
at last who seemed to have a steady- 


‘ing influence on him. Her _ predeces- 


sors in his favor had all contributed 
their share in turning the man into a 
nervous, half .the time irresponsible 
wreck. He was beginning to “buck 
up and play the game” under her 
somewhat maternal care and affec- 
tion, and everybody was glad of it. 

‘But then he made one mistake. He 
thought the silent approval of Mrs, 
Simpson would be extended into an 
open approbation of her as queen, or 
at least as a morganatic wife. 


Church Steps In. 


That is where the Archbishop of 
Canterbury stepped in, not on his 
own initiative, but upon the instiga- 
tion of the cabinet. The Archbishop 
had a long talk with Edward last May 
and the interview was a stormy one. 
Nothing was settled. In the fall the 
King went on that famous yachting 
trip, in the eastern Mediterranean, 
and made the -political blunder of in- 
viting Kemal Pasha to London.

rapprochement with the Duce. 

he American press was; flaunting 
photos of “Eddy” and “Wally” in all 
stages of dress and undress. Upon 
their return to England Mrs, Simpson 
was constantly in his company and 
Edward made personal representa- 
tions with the authorities in the mat- 
ter of her divorce. What were his 
intentions? Mr. Baldwin worried and 
his cabinet discussed the matter of the 
sovereign’s indiscretions in private. 

The American press was roaring 
with excitement, although the British 
press, willing to perpetuate the good- 
boy myth forever, kept mum. The 
cabinet did not challenge the King. 
That task was given to the church. 
The cabinet could not say that for 
weeks Edward could not be found to 
sign important: documents of state, 
but the church could openly question 
his conduct. He had alienated the af- 
fections of the wife of one of his sub- 
jects. She was, moreover, a divorcee, 
that is to say a creature anathema to 
the church. One of the bishops threw 
the fat into the fire by saying the 
King needed the prayers of his peo- 
ple. There is every reason to believe 
that the particular bishop knew noth- 
ing about the Wallis Simpson liaison, 
as he gubsequently affirmed. 

Then the Yorkshire Post, which is 
owned by Mr. Anthony Eden’s father- 
in-law, printed the first article and 
threw the’ question into the open. 
Lord Halifax, Lord Privy Seal in the 
Baldwin cabinet, who is the son of 
the Lord Halifax who once initiated 
the conversations with Cardinal Mer- 
cier, of Belgium, about an ultimate 
reunion of the Church of England 
with the See of Rome, and who is 
himself very active in church affairs, 
skillfully directed the maneuver to 
oust the King, but used the Church 
of England, or rather the episcopate, 
to do it. 

Winston Churchill and Lords 
Rothermere and Beaverbrook tried to 
intervene, but after seeing Edward at 
Fort Belvedere, where he was in a 
high state of nerves,,to say the least, 
they too realized that he was unfit 
for the job and they left off their 
campaign of oppositivn. Edward was 
forced off the throne in a truly Brit- 
ish .way,-that is to say with the least 
possible excitement and in a manner 
that still left him with a halo of ro- 
mance about his head.

What is the meaning of “Trepha? 
It means “torn” and is used to refer 
to an animal torn or killed by wild 
animals or an animal suffering from 
a disease or injury which might cause 
it to be. In general the word “tre- 
pha” means any food which Jews are 

forbidden to eat. 

What is the meaning of “kosher?”

This does not 
mean that any other kind of meat is 
not clean in the usual sense of the 
term, but it means (1) that the ani- 
mal is one designated in the Bible as 
a “clean animal’; (2) that the ani-

Then, too, the future is very 
promising because the best of the little 
gladiators, after they have got through 
punching one another around for 
nothing, to build newspaper circula- 
tion, are fed into the arenas of the 
smaller professional fight clubs and 
associations with the ennobling com- 
pany of chislers, racketeers, piece-men 
and lottery promoters as preliminary 
boys. The proudest alumnus of the 
circulation tournaments now finds 
himself prominent in the land in close 
association with one advisor who serv- 
ed a term for murder and another who 
is a leader in the numbers racket, 
proving that, although the environ- 
ment of the street is very bad for 
newsboys and carriers, that the ring 
is entirely wholesome for little gladia- 
tors. 

One of the most attractive aspects 
of the circulation prize fight tourna- 
ments is the strict amateurism. of the 
little gladiators who fight without any 
thought of vulgar gain to sell more 
and more newspapers for publishers 
who thus are enabled to raise their 
advertising rates and pay bigger divi- 
dends on their stock. Perhaps it should 
be explained that the amateurism does 
not extend to the business offices or 
the stockholders, and that the more 
blood the little gladiators shed in the 
ring, the more teeth they dribble into 
the water buckets between rvunds, the 
more headaches they enjoy from whole- 
some, health-giving bloodclots on the 
brain, the better the tournament from 
the standpoint of the stockholders. 
‘Offenders’ Rarely does_ the 
sinister specter of 
Drummed Out professional greed 

rear its ugly head 
among the little gladiators who have 
no authority over either the gate re- 
ceipts of the prize fights or the news- 
paper profits which they produce. But 
in one disgraceful case where a group 
of sordid mercenaries demanded a lit- 
tle spending money after three months 
training and fighting for $10 bath 
robes and $5 trophies, the offenders 
were drummed out> of the amateur 
ranks by the altruistic newspaper in 
public disgrace. The ee though that 
the little gladiators should participate 
in the profits was a great shock. 

In brief, then, it is bad for boys to 
deliver newspapers after school in the 
vicious atmosphere of the American 
residential neighborhoods in which 
they live, but good for them to drive 
their immature bodies through three 
months of intensive — and head- 
punching to buiJd circulation and 
profits for newspaper stockholders.

HEALTH TALKS

Old timers in the medical profes- 
sion, that is, doctors who received 
their training in the closing years of 
the nineteenth century and the begin- 
ning of the twentieth century (like 
myself) based their diagnosis and 
treatment on the effects of disease 
studied post-mortem. Pathological 
anatomy, the visible or palpable 


*!| changes in structure found in the or- 


gans and tissues post-mortem, was the 
foundation of practice. p 
tors who received their train- 
ing in the past 20 years base their 
diagnosis and treatment more upon 
pathological physiology, study of the 
disturbed functions, recognition of the 
significance of symptoms. 

Organic disease interested the old 
timers. Functional disease—well, 
they. were inclined to dismiss that 
as of little importance. me 

A fart which our medical training 
did not sufficiently impress upon us 
old timers is that there is no sharp 
dividing line between health and sick- 
ness. Most persons who have demon- 
strable organic disease have been ail- 
ing months or years before the diag- 
nosis is made. For instance apoplexy 
(cerebral hemorrhage, stroke of pa- 
ralysis) and angina pectoris are not 
the sudden or instantaneous seizures 
they seem to the casual observer; the 
arteriosclerosis or hardening of the ar- 
teries, of which these are but mani- 
festations, has been developing for 
years before the damage in brain 
or heart eventuates in such dread-ul 
manner. Unfortunately the earlier 
“functional” symptoms of arterios- 
clerosis or CVD (cardio-vasular de- 
generation, heart-artery wearing out) 
are ignored by the patient or misin- 
terpreted and treated with various 
Unfortunately, too, phy- 
sicians do not have much opportunity 
to study the earlier stages of CVD 
for the very reason that patients do 
not consider medical examination, ad- 
vice or care necessary at this stage. 
So the diagnosis of this most com- 
mon disease is seldom made in time 
to prolong the patient’s useful life 
or to prevent premature “nervous 
breakdown” or whatever euphonious 
name the victim’s friends may. please 
to give the advanced stages of CVD. 

Likewise there ie no abrupt border- 
line between good health and inca- 
pacitation from, say, multiple neu- 
ritis, (poyneuritis, beriberi). Only 
a year or two ago some of our fore- 
most American clinicians observing 
that outspoken beriberi is rare in this 
country, recorded their opinion that 
few if any Americans ever suffer in 
health from moderate deficiency of 
vitamin B (severe or total depriva- 
tion of vitamin B is the cause. of 
polyneuritis or beriberi.) These. doc- 
tors were old timers, still skeptical 
of disease which has not yet pro- 
gressed to the os. mye stage but 
manifests itself by functional 
weakness. Contemporaneously other 
clinicians who have had a more mod- 
ern training — a Gunciente

CIRCUIT JUSTICES 
ON HIGH COURT 

Editor Constitution: The point is 
well taken that the addition of six new 
justices through legislative creation 
will undoubtedly establish a dangerous 
precedent, to the future independence 
of the court and could very readily 
lead to its dominance by the legislative 
and executive branches of our govern- 
ment. 

But as the system now stands, no 
one can deny, that a hair-line 5-to-4 
decision can and has thwarted the will 
of not only the two other branches of 
our government but of a vast majority 
of the people. For this reason no one 
can deny that one justice alone in a 
hair-line decision when added to four 
others, can cause the court to be the 
final master of government. In this re- 
spect 1 conceive the wheels of power 


| to be out of balance, especially as con- 


cerns an act of congress, finally en- 
acted into law. \ 

I do not think that new justices 
should be indiscriminately created but 
it certainly appears that the Presi- 
dent’s proposals should furnish much 
fod for thought, in seeking to infuse 
a more liberal concept in decisions 
bearing on acts of congress. 

In the event it ever becomes neces 
sary to modify the supreme judiciary 
as new constituted, it would be a mis- 
take to create new offices for the pur- 

se, In lieu thereof, wouldn't it be far 

‘tter for congress to vest in the Pres- 
ident. the oe to assign six cir 
cuit justices, who had had no previous 
contact with the question involved in a 
judicial or official capacity, to serve 
with the nine supreme court justices 
and hand down a decision, when the 
constitutionality of an act of congress 
is pending before the court. 

This would in fact create a*court of 
15 members but six would serve only 
in at temporary capacity on the par- 
ticular question or case assigned.

“We constitute a debtor state in

of kaolin ox ‘chalk,’” said Professor 
Vaughan. “Electrical, chemical, din- 
ner and artware porcelain; earthen- 
wure, wall tile and floor tile; fire- 
brick and a host of other products, in- 
cluding rubber tires, paper, oilcloth, 
linoleum and pigments, are manufac- 
tured using this kaolin. which occurs 
on the fall line extending diagonally 
across the state from Augusta through 
Macon to Columbus.” 

“What is Georgia doing regarding 
our market for enamel ware, glass- 
ware, abrasives and insulating prod- 
ducts, such as glass or rock woll?” 
he said. “We have the technical 
ability and raw materials to produce 
these products in the center of a mar- 
ket consuming them to the extent of 
50,000,000" per year,” he said, “and 
yet we are importing them from other 
states and paying our hard-earned 
ve at lower wage levels to obtain 

em. 

Professor Vaughan mentioned prod- 
ucts from 12 industrial minerals for 
which there is here an adequate mar- 
ket to support a vast industrial ex- 
pansion in the mineral industries of 
Georgia. 

“There are more than six positions 
available for every graduate in ceram- 
ic engineering,” he said. |

NASHVILLE ASYLUM 
DAMAGED BY FIRE 


20 Inmates Escape as 3 Sec- 
tions of Dormitory Are 


Destroyed. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 1.—(P) 
Several hundred inmates of the Davy- 
idson county asylum, many in their 
night clothing, were led to safety early 
today when fire destroyed three sec- 
tions of the institution’s main build- 
ng. 
Wrapped in blankets, most of them 
stood on the snow-covered ground out- 
side the burning building until ar- 
rangements could be made for quar- 
tering them. About 20, described as 
harmless, escaped during the confusion. 
Of the 410 in the building, 165 were 
women. 

Dr. H. B. Brackin, superintendent, 
estimated the damage at between 
$300,000 and $400,000, stating that 
all medical equipment was lost. How- 
ever, County Attorney Horace Osment 
and County Judge Litton Hickman 
later conducted an independent survey 
and said they believed damage would 
be far in excess of the $117,000 insur- 
ance carried on the property.

Hanging from the branches of many 
palm trees in India are the nests of 
weaver birds. These interesting birds

Action approving proposed trackless 
trolleys between College Park, Hape- 
ville and Atlanta was postponed yes- 
terday by city council pending further 
conferences this week with Georgia 
Power Company officials on construc- 
tion and rerouting details. 

Resolutions requesting the power 
company to install trackless trolleys 
on Highland avenue and a bue line 
pose ig Techwood drive were ap- 
proved. 

The Fulton county commissioners 
@re to pass on the proposed trackless 
trolleys to College Park and Hapeville 

at their regular meeting tomorrow. 
The commissioners have already ex- 
pressed themselves as favorable to the 
proposal, 

Twenty-four trackless trolleys have 

been ordered by the power company 


with delivery scheduled for May 15.|_ 


Officials predicted that if approval of 
city council and the county commis- 
sioners is obtained, the new convey- 
@nces will be in service by June 1. 

W. R. Pollard, assistant to the gen- 
eral manager of the Georgia Power 
Company, said yesterday: 


“The trackless trolley is a hybrid 


between the standard street car and 
bus, with the advantages of both and 
added safety factors that tend to make 
it one of the real modern methods of 
transportation. The trolley pole is 
flexible, allowing a 15-foot leeway to 
the left or right. This means ‘curb 
loading and unloading,’ with the re- 
sulting decrease of the accident hazard. 
This modern streamlined, steel con- 
structed trolley is quiet, has no gas 
fumes, and will have unlimited power, 
enabling the running time from At- 
lanta to College Park or Hapeville to 
be cut at least 10 minutes. They are 
air conditioned and as well lighted as 
an office building.” 

.The proposed change in route will 

from Lee and Gordon streets in 
West End through to Peters street, 
then down Spring street to Union 
station back out through Forsyth 
etreet to Trinity and from there back 
eto Peters street. 
_» Approximately $400,000 will be 
spent in the change of equipment and 
in construction. Each trolley will! 
cost $13,000. The present operators 
of the Hapeville and College Park lines 
are being trained to handle the new 
vehicles. 
_ The possibility of expanding the 
transportation facilities in the suburbs 
will be enhanced greatly with the new 
trackless trolleys as the laying of 
track, always an expensive item, will 
be eliminated. 

Surveys were made in many large 
cities. using this method of transpor- 
tation and Atlanta has benefited from 
their experience. Elimination of traf- 
fice congestion and a notable decrease 
in accidents has resulted from the use 
of trackless trolleys in the metropoli- 
tan cities of Providence, Milwaukee 
and Indianapolis.

When he reached the field, the pris- 
oner was quoted as saying, he found 
the child was dead, adding, “I do not 
know how he was killed, but he was 


dead.” 

Threw Body’ in Field. 
Gancedo was then reported saying he 
threw the body in the field but return- 
ed later the same night and removed 
it to a nearby pigpen. 

The next day, after he heard the 
dead child’s brother Miguel had told 
of seeing a bearded man, Gancedo said 
he went to Mar Del Plata for a shave 
and haircut. 

Police said the prisoner sobbed as 
he declared he alone was implicated 
and had had no accomplices.

When our guards John- 
son and Rice went out on personal 
fouls we were without capable replace- 
ments. That’s where Kentucky had it 
on us, for they could substitute with- 
out weakening their lineup to any 
great extent.” ; 

RUPP PROUD. 

“My boys played a great game, and 
I’m proud of them,” said Rupp wita 
a broad smile on his face. “We beat a 
fine team, one that kept us guessing 
most of the way.” 

The close-guarding Wildcats heid 
Tennessee to three field goals in each 
half, four of which were*made by the 
Volunteer captain, Floyd (Biggy) 
Marshall, who led the individual scor- 
ing with 15 points. 

Kentucky got away to an early lead 
but Tennessee rallied near the close 
of the first half to pull the score down 
to 19 to 12 at the intermission. 

For 12 minutes of the. second half 
the Wildcats could not stretch their 
advantage more than seven points and 
at one stage, with Marshall collecting 
a field goal and two free throws and 
Center Charles Higdon sinking a two- 
pointer.

Basketball has become too technical 
and now belongs to the coaches and 
officials instead of to the players and 
spectators, in the opinion of H. J. 
Stegeman, director of athletics at the 
Dniversity of Georgia. 

Stegeman was one of those respon- 
sible for the creation of the first big 
southern basketball tournament, the 
A. A. U. meet in which colleges par- 
ticipated, and later the Southern con- 
ference tournament which was held 
in Atlanta for several winters. 


“I witnessed the play at Knoxville,” 
he said, “and the game has become a 
succession of free throws at the bas- 


ket. 
DELAYS GAME. 

“No sooner does the play get start- 
ed than a foul is called and the two 
teams stop and walk to one end of 
the court or the other for a free 
throw. 

“The game was evolved to permit 
running, jumping and passing. 
Coaches now have evolved so many 
technical plays which cannot be suc- 
cessful if there is the slightest bit of 
bodily contact, 

“The idea of these plays seems to 
be that if thee do not get a chance 
at two points by a goal they rt least 
will get a chance at half a goal by 
a free throw. 

“There must have been about 200 
free throws in the first two days of 
play at Knoxville in which only six 
games were played.” 

MISSED BY THREE. 

(A check revealed that Mr. Stege- 
man missed his guess by only three. 
There were 197 free throws at the 
basket in the first six games. One 
hundred were completed. Ninety-seven 
were missed. This was an average of 
almost 33 free throws per game or 
almost one for every minute of play.) 

Stegeman further declared that in 
his opinion, basketball had been taken 
over by the coaches whose sole ath- 
letic connection was basketball. 

“Basketball primarily is intended to 
supply the students who like to play 
it with an opportunity,’’ he said. “Sec- 
ondarily it is intended to provide en- 
tertainment for students who like to 
watch the game. 

“But coaches who are concerned 
only with hasketball seem to have 
lost sight of that idea. They have 
made it so technical it is no longer 
as entertaining as it should be. 

DON’T BE TECHNICAL. 


“In many instances we have asked 
coaches and officials not to be so tech- 
hical and to go ahead and let the 
teams and the students exjoy the 
game. But always there are two or 
three coaches who will not agree. 

“I think the game is being ruined 
as an entertaining game for specta- 
tors because of its highly technical na- 
ture.” 
~ Many leading athletic leaders have 
concurred in the same opinion. Of- 
ficiating is not standardized. Adolph 
Rupp, of Kentucky’s great basketball 
team, recently denounced officials for 
calling too many fouls and slowing up 
the game. 

“Officials,” he said, “are ruining 
basketball by too many fouls which 
stop the play and slow up the game 
as a spectacle.”

SUNDAY SPORTS

IN LEGISLATURE 


Golf, Baseball, Tennis— 
All Played—Would Be 
Made Legal. 


Clearing away legal technicalities 
to permit baseball on Sunday in At- 
lanta was provided for in a bill in- 
troduced yesterday in the house of 
representatives of the Georgia lezisla- 
ture by Representatives Hastings. 
Kendrick and Mrs. Mankin, of Ful- 
ton county. 


The bill also would permit the play- 
ing ‘of tennis and golf—all of which 
are played and have been played for 
years contrary to the old blue laws of 
the state. 


No effort has been made to halt the 
play of golf. tennis or swimming in 
the county. Baseball has been played 
tor two seasons. 


The Atlanta club does not operate 
the ball club on Sundays. It is oper- 
ated by u committee of the Junior 
Chamber .f Commerce. The law says 
no owner of a business may conduct 
it on Sunday.

The baseball. bill, which was re- 
ferred to the committee on county and 
county matters, reads as follows: 

To he entitled an act to permit certain 
outdoor amusements, recreations and enter- 
tainments i» be furnished and engaged in 
on the Jord's Day in cities of 200.000 or 
more popplation, «ccording to the last or 
any succeeding federal census, and to re- 
peal all laws and parta of any conflicting 
with the provisions of this act. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
resembly of the state of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authofity of the 
same, that from and after the passage of 
this act it shall .be lawfol in cities of 

,000 population or more, according to 
tue last or any subsequent federal census. to 
play or eigaged in outdoor amusements, 
recreations and entertainments, such as base- 
ball, football, tennis. golf and the like, 
whether an admission charge 1s made or not. 

Section 2 Be it further enacted that all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this act be and tke same are hereby repealed. 


PARI-MUTUEL MACHINES. 


_A Dill to permit the installation of 
pari-mutuel machines at race horse 
tracks in Georgia also was introduced. 
Race horsing is legal in Georgia. 
Wagering is not. The pari-mutuel sys- 
tem of betting is in vogue at all tracks 
except those in New York and has 
resulted in large amounts of revenue 
in Florida, "California and other 
states, 

The statement of. Representatives 
Claxton and Thomas, of Camden, who 
introduced the bill, follows: 

“In introducing house bill No. 611 
it is our intention to combat a situa- 
tion which now exists in Georgia to 
such extent that it cannot be any 
longer ignored by he citizens of Geor- 
gia. 
“Tllegal bookmaking in Georgia has 
reached such proportions that each and 
every county in the state is affected. 
It has been conservatively estimated 
that over $100,000 per day is now be- 
ing placed with the bookies. Of this 
vast sum the state of Georgia is not 
receiving any income, the public in a 
great many instances are «being. mis- 
led; the type of people who operate 
these bookies are not permanent citi- 
zens; the followers of this sport are 
not protected. From all angles the 
situation demands that action taken 
to stamp out this racket. 


KEEP MONEY HERE. 


“There is a certain bond hetween a 
man and horse that makes horse rac- 
ing truly the king of sports. Our bill 
provides that thre lovers of this sport 
will have an opportunity to attend 
races here in Georgia ahd spend and 
keep their money here at home. It is 
not necessary to bet, those who do bet 


might be termed the luxury class, and| 


for each dollar spent, 90 cents will 
be paid »ack to those playing the 
mutuel machines. The state will re- 
ceive three per cent of this ten per 


cent, which will! only allow seven per. 


cent for the operation, and any busi- 
pessman knows that this is a small 
margin to operate on. 

“Our legislative program makes it 
necessary to raise additional funds. 
The expected revenue from this bill 
will raise approximately $2,000,000 
per year, which will relieve to a great 
extent our legislation on homes and 
personal property. . 

“There is not any one thing which 
will assist the farmers of Georgia 
more than the promotion of livestock.

Perhaps you think this should be 
Called March Wind. Look at the way 
the busy triangles push ,the corner 
squares around. They look as if the

= After the design has been traced on 
lightweight cardboard the pieces are 
laid on the goods. Then with a sharp 
neil the outline is traced. The cut- 
g is done on>-quarter inch beyond 


the pencilled line. The piecing or 
seaming is done right on that line. 
The quilt blocks may be set to- 


gether with sashing, with alternate 
blocks of plain material or the design 
may be an all-over one. The effect 
will be different in every case. Nancy 
suggests that you piece about four 
blocks and then lay them together in 
different ways to see which one you 
like the best. An all-over pattern will 
bring four of the dark squares to- 
gether, making sets of large squares 
throughout the quilt. 

In piecing, use Ne. 60 white thread. 
Have a small firm knot in the thread. 
Take smal] stitches starting and end- 
ing the seam in one-quarter inch from 
ends and edges of the pieces. This 
enables you to press the seams open 
and flat without any difficulty. 

The quilt should be about 90 inches 
wide for a double bed, about S2 for a 
three-quarter size bed, and 72 for a 
single bed. The length is the same 
in every case. The tength is 106 
inches if you plan to bring the quilt 
up over the pillows. This assumes 
that the quilt will be used for a 
spread. It is nice enough to do just 
that.

A house committee meeting behind 
closed doors began consideration yes- 
terday of a complaint by Representa- 
tive E. 8.

Emerging from the committee room, 
Sapp said he told the committee he 
introduced a bill to become effective 
immediately upon passage requiring 
the Coffee county tax commissioner 
to remit certain fees to the county 
treasurer. He said the bill had been 
altered to take effect January 1, 1941. 

Barrett, after testifying before the 
committee, said he told them he knew 
nothing about the change. He said he
